of the service is 14,981 men.- The ef- 
fect of the President’s action will in- 
crease the enlisted strength of the 
Marine Corps 2419 men, just as his

LORD BURN HAM 
AND NEWSPAPERS 


Special to The Christian Science Monitor 

LONDON, England-—Lord Burnham 
was in the chair at the annual meet- 
ing of the Newspaper Press Fund 
which was held recently. He said 
that they had met under the shadow 
of the Prime Minister’s speech, which 
was the gravest speech ever made. 
They had before them the most seri- 
ous prospects for the coming year. 
The recent announcement with refer- 
ence to paper and papermaking mate- 
rials and the indirect consequences 
would be a serious thing for journal- 
ists. The cutting down of the size 
of papers meant less employment for 
those who earned their bread by fol- 
lowing the profession of.the pen, and 
he feared it would be a hard jop for 
some newspapers to keep going At all 
during the time of stress that was 
before them. 

Their trade, he said, had suffered 
more from Gevernment regulations 
than any other trade in the country. 
It sounded a surprising statement, but 
he believed it was literdlly true. Not 
only was the supply of raw material 
cut down, but owing to the political 
relations between Great Britain and 
Sweden, action had been taken by the 
Government of that country which had 
had the effect, together with 
restrictions concerning the principal 
materials in the manufacture of paper, 
of increasing the price from 350 to 400 
per cent above pre-war price. He did 
not think that any other industry had 
experienced such a rise im price of its 
raw material as that. That fact spoke 
for Hself. He went on to say that, 
without sacrifice to tonnage a great 
deal more maw material could have 
been brought into the country during 
the past year. It had been recog- 
nized that newspapers weré as much 
part and parcel of the Imperial 
machine for running the war as any 
department of State, new or old. But 
they were not going to make them- 
selves ridiculous by complaining in 
the street. They must take things as 


as a whole, , they found them.

AND BREAD ORDER

LONDON, England—The following 
order in regard to flour has recently 
been issued by the Food Controller: 
The Manufacture of Flour and Bread 
Order No. 2, 1917, dated Feb. 24, 1917, 
made by the Food Controller under 
Regulation 2F of the Defense of the 
Realm Regulations. _ 

In the exereise of the powers con- 
ferred upon him by Regulation 2F of 
the Defense of the Realm Regulations, 


and of all other powers enabling thim 
in that behalf, the Food Controller 
hereby orders as follows: 

l. Except under the authority of 
the Food Controller, no person shall 
manufacture any wheaten flour other 
than a straight run flour. 

2. Except under the authority of the 
Food Controller, fo person shall, from 
March 12, 1917, mill any wheat so that 
the percentage of the extract of flour 
Obtained from the cleaned wheat 
ground in his mill during any month 
or other period is less than the per- 
centage, hereinafter called the pre- 


basis of the percentages set forth in 
the schedule hereto, or such other per- 
centages as the Food Controller may 
from time to time prescribe. 

Provided always that the following 
adjustments shalk be made in ascer- 
taining the prescribed percentage: 

i. The percentage applicable to any 
Argentine Wheat shall be increased by 
1% per cent in respect of each half- 
pound by which the actual bushel 
weight of the Argentine wheat milled 
Shall exceed the bushel weight speci- 
fied as applicable thereto, and shall 
be decreased by 44 per cent in respect 
of each half-pound by which the ac- 
tual bushel weight shall be less than 
the bushel weight so specified.

The United States in Santo Domingo 


Tith dmendily, strong hand of the United States in 
hie administration of affarrs ino the island of Sante 
Pomme, especially since the larger Republic's author- 
itv there has been strengthened by its military forces, 
seems gradualiy to be bringing order out of political and 
financial chaos. Although the turbulent little nation 
underwent tour changes in government in ‘}gQtO, prior 
fo the military occupation of the country by United 
Stites troops, early last tall, the receipts frem custonts 
duties for that vear were $4,300,000, the largest) sum 
collected a single vear since the establishinent of the 
Customs receivership under the United States- Dominican 
Convention.

initerests there, as well as in the United States and Porto.

Recent trade figures show. that 
about So per cent of Santo Domingo’s foreign purchases 
are made in the United States, although the merchants 
and mangyfacturers in Porto Rico are increasing their 
exports to ithe island in considerable volume. The trade 
between the litte Repubhe and [European countries since 
the outbreak of ‘the war has fallen off greatly, especially 
that with Germany, which, before the beginning of the 
struggle, was about 20 per cent of the total.

The financial and taxation schemes of Santo Domingo 
afford an extreme example of the practical workings 
of an ultra tariff-tor-revenue system, divested of all spec- 
ulative uncertainty and theoretical deductions. ‘To this 
system the opponents of a protective tariff, in the per- 
fervid language of the campaign orator and political plat- 
form builder, can “point with pride,” while those of thé 
contending school may “view with alarm” the unevenly 
distributed burden which its terms lay upon the people. 
All revenues for) government, Federal and = municipal, 
are derived from the exaction of mport duties, no tax of 
any kind being levied upon either Jands or improved 
property of whatever nature. .\s might be supposed, 
there is a quite general complaint that.the tax burden 
is unequally and inequitably. distributed. No article of 
veneral use comes into the island duty tree. All imported 
foodstuffs and all articles of apparel yield a tax averag- 
Ing about 40 per cent ad-valorem to the Iederal Gov- 
ernment, while each port levies a second, and sometimes 
a third, tax. for municipal or special purposes. These 
secondary duties are not uniform, and consequently cause 
confysion and uncertainty, and, no doubt, trequent hard- 
ships to the importers. It seems now to be the work 
of the United States Government to devise a system of 
land taxation which will be acceptable to the people of 
the island.

Peter the Great 


PETER THE GREATS claim to greatness rests chiefly 
on the fact that he saw clearly what Russia needed, and 
devoted himself untiringly to supplying those needs. 
His methods were often unscrupulous ; 3 1 Many instances 
they were very much worse, and, 1n at least one, namely, 
the removal of his son, the unhappy Tsarevitch Alexis, 
they were criminal and inhuman. . Yet, in spite of it 
all, Peter had many notable qualities. His love for his 
country revealing itself in an utter determination to make 
her great, and to insure that greatness, may have been 
distorted, in-its passage through the times in which he 
lived, into a thousand unlovely forms; but it was a real 
and abiding passion, and he subordinated everything to it. 

In Peter’ s case, the boy was very much the father 
of the man. In the. boy who played with his “black- 
euards,” as his sister’ Sophia called them, building wooden 
fortresses on earth foundations “with walls, ditches and 
bastions,’ it is not hard to see the man who, in after 
vears, Warred to such purpose against the Turk, or 
against the Tsar's great rival, the Ning of Sweden. 
The same mav be said of the boy of 14 or so, eagerly 
studving geometry under the Dutchman, Franz Timmer- 
man, or learning shipbuilding, at the Lake of Perevaslavl, 
froin the German shipmaster, Brandt. 

In these early vears, Peter, who as a child was 
Joint Tsar with his brother Ivan, shared the many trou- 
bles of his family; but when he became sole Tsar, as he 
did tg 1694, he took both himself. and ‘his country vig- 
orously in hand. He began with a great military adven- 
ture, dn expedition against the Turks at Azov. Tt ended 
ja disaster; but when Peter returned defeated to Mos- 
cow, in the November of 1695, it was with a grim deter- 
mination to wrest victory out of defeat. He went right 
down to the root of the matter. He sent to Austria 
and Prussia for as many sappers, miners, engineers, and 
carpenters as. money could procure, and: when they all 
came, a great army, Peter lived amongst them, the most 
strenuous and hard working of them all, in his little 
hut at Veronaz, butlding a new Russian armada. The 
next scene in the drama is when the Russian fleet block- 
aded .\zov from the sea, and Peter's forces retrieved 
his defeat on land by capturing the fortress.

it was necessary for him to safeguard the future. Tur- 
kev was too formidable a toe to be attacked singlehanded, 
so he determined to send a grand embassy to the prin- 
cipal Western Powers to secure their cooperation against 
the Porte. To this embassy, which set out on March 
io, 1097, Peter attached himself as a volunteer sailor, 
“Peter Mikhailov.” in) order that he might have 
every facility for learning shipbuilding.

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OUITE a vigorous discussion is going on, in the Fny- 
lish press, as to the spelling of torev@n proper’ names. 
It has all originated over the modern effort to convert 
Virgil into Vergil Of course the poet's name \Ver- 
eilius, but Virgil is the Ume-honored Anglicism for it. 
The opponents of Vergil potat out that itis ridteulous to 
sav that Vergil is the correct way of spelling it. for 
the simple fact that that abbreviation ts hot and never 
was Latin, but is an .Anglicized wav of spelling the word 
Vergilus, and that in order to Incorper. ite a word imto 
another language vou have a right to make it conform 
to that language. and that vour deternunation to make 
itso conform 1s a sure sign of the vitality of the language. 

As A matter of fact there % very little doubt. that 
those who take this point of view have all the precedents 
on their side. Macaulay always insisted on spelling 
Louis as Lewis, and declared that vou never should use 
a foreign word where an English one could be made to 
take its place. The supporters of Virgil now demand 
where the purists are going to stop. Are they, thev 
ask, going to be content with Vergil, or are they going 
the full length to Vergilius? Are they going to be con- 
tent with Venice, or are they going to indulge in V eneze, 
and if Veneze, why not the whole length, and sav Vene- 
zia? \Vhen it comes to precedents, we are afraid the 
reformers have not much chance. 


Tut French dukedom of Chatellerault) has ‘two 
British claimants in the persons of the Duke of Abercorn 
and the Duke of Hamilton. The title was conferred on 
the “Regent's Hamilton, ancestor of the Dukes of Aber- 
corn and Hamilton, in.order to induce him to consent to 
the betrothal of Mary, infant Queen of Scotland, and the 
Dauphin of France. In 1864, Napoleon [II made a new 
creation in favor of the Duke of Hamilton, whose father 
married Napoleon’s cousin, Princess Mary of Baden.
